Claims 1-3 of the application has been amended as follows: 

1. A mobile system, comprising: 

a storage device; 

a vibration sensor arranged to detect whether there is a presence of sustained or sporadic 
mechanical vibrations over a designated time duration, and to generate therefrom a vibration 
signal indicating the presence of sustained or sporadic mechanical vibrations; and 

a chipset having a , storage controller arranged to control accesses to said storage device, 
including limiting accesses to said storage device to minimize damage to said storage device 
in response to the vibration signal indicating the presence of sustained or sporadic mechanical 
vibrations; 

and a position sensor arranged to detect whether there is a change in the position of said 
mobile system at a fixed or variable velocity or acceleration, and to generate a position signal 
indicating the change in the position of said mobile system.

3. The mobile system as claimed in claim 1, wherein said storage controller of 

said chipset further limits accesses to said storage device to minimize damage to said storage 
device in response to the position signal indicating the change in the position of said mobile 
system.
